Dr. C. G. Trumbull on Inspiration 


There is a reaction in some quarters 
against destructive criticism of the Bible. 
Archeology has corroborated the truth 
of many parts of the Bible, and the pres- 
ent war has given appalling evidence 
of the wickedness of men’s hearts and 
the futility of any panacea that does not 
reach the root of the trouble, which is 
sin. It is always encouraging to know 
how Christian leaders have come to 
accept the Bible as God’s inspired Word. 
More than twenty years ago, the late 
Dr. Charles G. Trumbull gave his per- 
sonal testimony in an article entitled, 
“How I Came to Believe the Bible.” He 


spoke briefly of his fine Christian home, 
told how he was influenced by the higher 
criticism at Yale University, and then 
how he was led out of error into a full 
acceptance of the great truths of the 
Victorious Life, the second coming of 
Christ, and the inspiration of the 
Scriptures. In conclusion he wrote: 

“Yes, I now believe the Bible. I be- 
lieve the whole Bible. I believe that 
when God by His Holy Spirit super- 
naturally inspired men to set down that 
which men could never have thought 
out or discovered for themselves, as the 
Word of God te.men and through men, 
he did, not an imperfect, but a perfect 
piece of work. I believe that in the 
original or autograph manuscripts of 
the Bible there was no error in a single 
word, in a single statement, whether of 
historical fact, or of natural science, or 
of — truth. I believe that, as our 
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the Bible, the Word of God, from the 
first verse of Genesis to the last verse 
of Revelation, is God-given, God- 
breathed, with that unimprovable and 
complete perfection in which God always 
and only works. Do you wonder that 
I am praising God today that, in His 
longsuffering patience and grace, He 
brought me ‘clean over Jordan’ out of 
the wilderness of the higher criticism, 
and has cleansed me in the blood of 
Christ from the last tinge and taint and 
trace of the blasphemous, arrogant, in- 
sulting and unscientific ‘made in Ger- 
many’ Bible Criticism (which, as Ger- 
many’s militarism would have wrecked 
the world if it could, so it would if it 
could wreck the faith of the Christian 
church), and has brought me into the 
clear, noonday light of the inspired and 
infallible Word of God, and ‘the faith 
which was once for all delivered unto 
the saints.’”

lad who was willing to turn his lunch 
over to Christ. It is a wonderful fact 
that He works through us in providing 
for the need. John tells how Christ 
took the lunch of the little boy and 
handed out the loaves and the fishes, 
He handed out and handed out until 
everyone had enough and there was an 
abundance left over. 


Surely this is a needed sign of the 
power of Christ. We should know Him 
as the one who can provide for our 
every need. At times the need is met 
in a way that seems perfectly natural. 
At other times the need is met in a 
way that startles us. In either case He 
provides. 


Mrs. Howard Taylor of the China In- 
land Mission tells a wonderful story in 
The King’s Business of how Christ met 
the need of a missionary family in China 
during the first World War. The funds 
of this family were running low, not be- 
cause the money did not come (for the 
income of the Mission went up steadily 
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every year all through the war), but 
the exchange was very much against 
China. One summer the mother in this 
family was a little bit troubled. She 
always liked to buy fruit and sugar and 
make preserves for the children. That 
summer she felt that she ought not to 
purchase the fruit and sugar. Every 
mother knows how much it meant to 
that mother to leave those jars in the 
storeroom empty, because the children 
zame home only once a year and she 
liked to have something nice for them, 
That summer she went away to the hills, 
leaving the jars empty. 

When she came home she was just 
turning the key‘to go into her store- 
room, No doubt she had been making 
those empty jars a subject of earnest 
prayer. Suddenly the old Chinese care- 
taker cried out as he saw her about 
to enter the room, “Oh, do not go in 
there!” “And why?” she said. “Oh, it 
is very dangerous to go in there.” “Dan- 
gerous to go in my own storeroom? 
What is the matter?” “Oh, that store- 
room is full of bees. If you go in there 
you will be stung.” 

This missionary was not very much 
afraid of bees, and so she opened the 
door quietly, and there—and there— 
a great humming was heard and she 
gaw that storeroom was just full of bees. 
As she looked around she saw bound 
to those shelves a great mass of honey- 
comb, and the bees were filling it with 
honey just as fast as ever they could. 
Right opposite her were those empty 
jam pots over which she had prayed. 

She knew who had sent that swarm 
of bees into that particular storeroom. 
The window had been left open, they 
had come in, and now they were work- 
ing hard laying up pounds of delicious 
honey. It was felt that Christ had sent 
the bees and they were left in posses- 
sion of the room. One winter there was 
stored there for the use of the family 
thirty pounds of honey. When the chil- 
dren came home they said, “Oh, Mother, 
who would want jam if they could have 
honey like this?” 

Are you able to count four with John? 
Certainly he is seeking to tell us about 
the One who looks after our needs. 
What wonderful signs John records of 
Him! 


V. WALKING ON THE SEA (Chap. 6) 


We need to be protected from danger 
and so John gives us the sign which 
shows how Christ can do this. He had 
sent His disciples away across the Sea 
of Galilee. In the fourth watch of the 
night they were out there toiling in 
rowing against a wind that was “con- 
trary. The waves were high, and they 
were frightened. Perhaps they thought 
they were lost. Christ was watching 
over them, and: just when they needed 
Him most He came to them. 

Surely He is protecting us still from 
danger. He is on the mount of inter- 
cession now and His Church is out on 
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the stormy sea of the nations. When 
the storm of the nations grows too great 
for us to bear He will come to us. Per- 
haps we are approaching that fourth 
watch of the night now. Anyhow, when 
we meet Him then straightway we will 
be at the land whither we are going. 
Are you still counting with John? Do 
you know that Christ will take care of 
you no matter what the trial? 


VI. THe Man Wuo Was Born Biinp Sees 
(Chap. 9) 


John tells us that, as they were pass- 
ing by, they saw a man who had been 
blind from birth. The disciples wanted 
to lay the blame on the man or his 
parents. Christ showed that the real 
thing to do was to meet the need of the 
man. 


All of us were born blind to the truth 
of God, for “the natural man receiveth 
not the things of the Spirit 9f God: for 
they are foolishness unto him; and he 
cannot know them, because they are 
spiritually judged” (1 Cor. 2:14). John 
is giving us the sign of how Christ 
can meet this need. May our prayer 
be, “Open thou mine eyes, that I may 
behold wondrous things out of thy law” 
(Psa, 119:18). 


VII. THe RAISING FROM THE DEAD OF 
Lazarus (Chap. 11) 


You say: “You have been talking 
about my own personal needs. What 
about my loved ones? The ties of life 
are strong, and I am going to need them 
in the coming days. Does John give 
any indication of this need being met?” 

Let us go with him into a family circle 
of a home in Bethany, just over the 
mountain from Jerusalem. It is the home 
of Martha, Mary, and Lazarus. The 
brother became very ill. The sisters sent 
a message to Christ saying, “Lord, be- 
hold, he whom thou lovest is sick” (v. 
3). In their message they used a weak 
word for love. John saw into the heart 
of Christ, and he saw that the love of 
his Lord for the members of the Beth- 
any family was greater than any of them 
knew. He says, “Now Jesus loved Mar- 
tha, and her sister, and Lazarus” (v. 5). 
The word he used to describe the love 
of Christ was the strongest in the Greek 
language. It would not be necessary to 
go farther in this story to see that this 
all-powerful One will meet the needs of 
those whom He loves. Certainly it is 
His delight to restore Christian loved 
ones to their own. 


However, the story is there for you to 
read in all of its marvelous beauty. In 
order that His truth might be known 
in the Jerusalem neighborhood and 
many souls saved, Christ waited until 
Lazarus had died. Perhaps the family 
did not then understand why He left 
them to suffer. Many of those Jerusalem 
friends were led by this sign to believe 
on Him. They were there when the 
stones were removed from the tomb. 
They saw Lazarus come forth bound

hand and foot with graveclothes. They 
saw him loosed and they talked with 
him. No wonder they believed when 
they saw this mighty sign. To us it 
is a sign of His reuniting Christian 
homes. 

Dr. Harry Rimmer tells the story of 
how Col. Robert Ingersoll tried to dis- 
credit this sign. The famous infidel was 
lecturing in a small Canadian town. He 
began to pick this sign to pieces in an 
effort to turn people away from Christ. 
He said that the whole story was a hoax. 
Lazarus was described as saying some- 
thing like the following: “Master, I see 
that your popularity is waning at Jeru- 
salem. I want to do something to bring 
the multitudes back to you. While you 
are away I will pretend to be very sick. 
The sisters will send for you. You will 
delay your coming. I will pretend to 
die. They will put me away in the tomb 
which is a cave. I will have sufficient 
food and water to last me four days. 
You will arrive and I will come forth 
at your call, This will cause the peo- 
ple to come back to you.” “Now,” said

A Lawyer's Reasons for Studying His Bible 
By Edward W. Stoddard 
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N 1940, after twenty-five years as 
I a practicing attorney in Chicago and 

New York, I entered upon a year 
devoted exclusively to the study of the 
Bible. The reasons for this course 
aroused considerable interest among 
friends. Those reasons are here pre- 
sented in the prayerful hope that others 
may be induced thereby more syste- 
matically and seriously to study their 
Bibles for present enjoyment and eternal 
profit. 

First, I am firmly convinced that the 
Bible is the veritable Word of God. The 
term “Word of God” as applied to the 
Bible is not new. In fact, its very famil- 
iarity has robbed it, in large measure, 
of its impact upon our consciousness. 
However, it is not whether it is new, 
but whether it is true, that counts. It 
would naturally be assumed that there 
are evidences upon which this convic- 
tion is based, and there are—a multi- 
tude of evidences which, to my mind, 
constitute overwhelming proof. Among 
them the following are representative: 

The historical evidence. The Bible 
exists today, having come down to us 
from great antiquity. This fact alone 
constitutes a phenomenon of no negli- 
gible order. Let us consider briefly 
three phases of the historical evidence. 


The Testimony of the Bible’s Unity 


. To begin with, its origin is notable. 
One of the coveted qualities of any liter- 


‘ary work is unity. Even in the work 


of a single writer, this quality is not 
always present. What shall we say then 
of a volume originally written in three 
different languages by about forty men, 
during a period of more than fifty-five 
generations, containing history, law, 
prophecy, poetry, doctrine, and corre- 
spondence, yet a unified, organic entity 
with a definite beginning, a logical de- 
velopment, and a positive conclusion. 
We are taught that every effect has a 
sufficient cause. Surely, the one rational 
explanation is that it was not man, but 
God, who planned this Book; that it 
is God, not man, speaking. 

The miraculous preservation of the 
Bible is no less noteworthy. It has sur- 
vived, despite frantic and repeated ef- 
forts of men to destroy it. Christ safd, 
“The world cannot hate you; but me it 
hateth, because I testify of it, that the 
works thereof are evil” (John 7:7). For 
the same reason, the Bible has been 
hated above all books. Nor have its 
enemies been poor, or weak men, but 
the most powerful and influential of 
their times. It has been a crime pun- 
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Mr. Stoddard himself calls this 
article “a plain layman’s simple mes- 
sage to laymen.”. It was given at the 
request of Dr. Francis C. Stifler, 
editorial and recording secretary of 
the American Bible Society, on the 
Society’s broadcast. It sets forth in 
a clear and orderly manner the rea- 
sons why the writer believes the 
Bible to be the Word of God, tells 
what its message means to him per- 
sonally, and shows that the Bible 
gives the remedy for man’s worst 
problem, which is sin. 








ishable by death simply to possess this 
Book. Yet it has outlived the fanatical 
attacks of kings and princes, surviving 
them and the governments they ruled. 
Nor was this Book favored with prestige 
or patronage in such encounters. Nev- 
ertheless, packed in bales of material 
or baked in loaves of bread, it has been 
miraculously preserved from destruction. 
It is God’s Book, and it is God-protected. 

Equally miraculously it has been pre- 
served from coiruption. Before the 
printing press it was tediously copied 
and recopied by scribes ordained of God, 
who reverently checked and rechecked 
each copy with meticulous precision, to 
the extent of counting the very words 
and letters copied to guard against pos- 
sible omissions and alterations. 

Lastly, there is its amazing circulation 
continuing century after century. Nearly 
nineteen hundred years after the closing 
chapter was committed to writing, the 
Bible still exceeds in circulation all other 
books of all ages, and continues to 
surpass by millions of copies its nearest 
competitor in circulation. From the be- 
ginning of the nineteenth century 
through the year 1937 over one hundred 
and ten million complete Bibles, and 
over seven hundred and sixty-six mil- 
lion New Testaments and portions of 
Scripture were published by but two 
of the numerous existing Bible societies. 

Its transcendent position among books 
is further evidenced by the fact that no 
other book of any nature on any subject 
has been translated into as many lan- 
guages. Before the close of 1940 the 
Bible, in whole or in part, had been 
printed in one thousand and fifty-five 
different languages and dialects. Only 
the voice of the Creator has so universal 
an appeal, that knows no limitation of 
age, or race, or language. 

The historical evidence of the Bible, 
typified by its marvelous origin, its mir- 
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aculous preservation, and its amazing 
circulation, proclaims its divine origin. 

Let us now glance at one or two in- 
ternal evidences. The Bible, itself, re- 
peatedly claims to be the Word of God. 
More than twenty-five hundred times 
we find in it such statements as, “The 
Lord spake,” or “God spake all these 
words.” There are but two altefnatives. 
Either the Bible is what it claims to be, 
or it is not. If it is not, it is fradulent 
in its claim. We must accept the Bible 
for what it claims to be, God’s Word, 
or we must acknowledge its claim to 
be fradulent, and treat it accordingly. 
There is no middle ground. We cannot 
logically call it a good book, or a help- 
ful book, or a beautiful book, if it is 
false in its essential and recurrent claim 
to. be God’s Word. 

Let us note one other internal evi- 
dence. If it were man’s book, its teach- 
ings would follow the trend of, and be 
related to, other and prior teachings of 
men. However, this is not the case. 
Its teachings cut across the very current 
of human thought. Its principles and 
doctrines are contrary to the inherent 
nature and course of human culture and 
philosophy. In fact, the men who re- 
corded its teachings frequently were 
puzzled by what they themselves -ex- 
pressed under the direction of the Spirit 
of God. The,only convincing explana- 
tion is that the Bible is not men’s 
thought, or an account of men’s ideas. 
As we read in the Book itself, God says, 
“My thoughts are not your thoughts, 
neither are your ways my ways” (Isa, 
55:8). In another place Christ said, 
“That which is highly esteemed among 
men is abomination in the sight of God” 
(Euke 16:15). 


Beyond Mere Intelligence 


Then, its teachings are far beyond the 
grasp of the most erudite, unaided hu- 
man intelligence. The Bible is not char- 
acteristic of man, but of God. Its doc- 
trines, ideas, and ideals are far above 
the level of men’s thoughts, watermark- 
ing them as from God. The reason is 
recognized in this passage: “The natu- 
ral man receiveth not the things of the 
Spirit of God: for they are foolishness 
unto him: neither can he know ‘them, 
because they are spiritually discerned” 
(1 Cor, 2:14). Only by the illumination 
and inferpretation of the Holy Spirit do 
men uriderstand the message of the Bible. 

The experimental evidence, perhaps, 
affords the most conclusive proof that 
the Bible is God’s Word. It works: as 
nothing of merely human origin does’or 
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can work, unfailingly and unerringly, 
in all ages and climes, and under all 
conditions. Of all books, it alone, is 
effective miraculously to transform hu- 
man lives. What no man can do, it does, 
What no man can understand or explain, 
it accomplishes. Men’s teachings do not 
change the persecuting Paul into the 
preaching apostle of God; nor do teach- 
_ ings found anywhere outside of the Bible 
explain a Luther, a Hudson Taylor, or a 
Dwight L. Moody. Bible teaching is 
different from all human teaching be- 
‘ause it comes from a different source, 
i. works on different principles, it em- 
loys different methods, and it effects 
lifferent results. 

Not only individuals, but nations and 
aces as well, respond to Bible teach- 
ing or suffer from its lack. Christian 
civilization is a compelling witness to 
its transforming power, individually and 
collectively. Perhaps the fate of France 
in the present war is the most impres- 
sive modern example of what happens 
to a nation deprived of God’s Bible truth. 
France deliberately turned her back on 
God and His Word, and for more than 
150 years was a hotbed for atheism. 
Thirty years ago her Premier, M. Briand, 
boasted, “We have driven Jesus Christ 
out of the Army, the Navy, the schools, 
the hospitals, the lunatic asylums, and 
the orphanages. We must now drive 
Him out of the state altogether.” The 
tman who guided France through the 
World War of 1914-18, Clemenceau, was 
a bleak atheist. Nations that bow Christ 
and the Bible out of their councils are 
nations that inevitably come to judg- 
ment. That is the unvarying testimony 
of history. “Righteousness exalteth a 
nation: but sin is a reproach to any peo- 
ple.” So speaks this Book, and this 
reality is having a new and striking 
demonstration in these days if we will 
but heed. 


Its Personal Application 


My second reason is that I believe the 
Bible not only to be God’s Word, infal- 
ible and authoritative because of its 
authorship, but also to be God’s Word 
addressed to me personally and indi- 
vidually. It is also God’s Word ad- 
dressed to you, whoever, wherever, and 
whatever you may be. An illustration 
may make this clearer. 

I look into a mirror and see my like- 
ness. You look into the same mirror, 
but you do not see what I see; you see 
your likeness. God’s Word is like that. 
It discovers to each reader those par- 
ticular facts and conditions in his or 
her life that God intends shall be dis- 
covered and dealt with. These are very 
different in each case. Because the Bible 
contains God’s perfect knowledge, it 
knows me better than I know myself. 
When I read it thoughtfully, as God’s 
message to me, it reveals depths of both 
need and weakness in my life wholly 
unsuspected until its piercing light 
illuminates my heart and mind. The 
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Book itself proclaims that “the word of 
God is quick [or alive], and powerful, 
and sharper than any twoedged sword, 
piercing even to the dividing asunder 
of soul and spirit, and of the joints and 
marrow, and is a discerner: of the 
thoughts and intents of the heart” (Heb. 
4:12). 

Men see only the outward person, and 
men’s books deal with that outward per- 
son, God alone sees my inner nature, 
and the Bible, being God’s voice, speaks, 
as no other, to my heart, “for out of if 
are the issues of life” (Prov. 4:23). 


Its Truth Inexhaustible 


My third reason is the Bible message 
itself. It was said of the Lord Jesus by 
officers sent to arrest Him, but who re- 
turned without Him, “Never man spake 
like this man” (John 7:46). The same 
may be said of the Bible: “Never book 
spake like this Book,” for the same rea- 
son — because God, not man, is speak- 
ing. There always have been those who 
felt that the Bible spoke strange things 
hard to believe. But in these war days 
when the inconceivable of yesterday is 
the actuality of today, when the impos- 
sible exists, perhaps we are better pre- 
pared to hear its message. Bible truth 
is inexhaustible. Libraries have been 
and will continue to be written ex- 
pounding it, but the one aspect of its 
message constituting my third reason 
can be quickly stated. 

The Bible presents God’s diagnosis of 
man’s basic problem, or malady,. and 
God’s perfect solution, or remedy. In 
this year 1943 we hardly need the Bible 
to tell us that something is terribly 
wrong with our world, as we do not need 
the physician to tell us that we have 
a headache or nausea. But how we wel- 
come his skilled ministrations to diagnose 
and treat our ailment. The pains and 
nausea of these desperate days are driv- 
ing us—too often unwillingly —to con- 
sult the Great Physician and His author- 
itative treatise on man’s malady and 
God’s remedy. The Bible uncompromis- 
ingly declares that man has one basic 
problem,—one malady from which all 
others proceed. 

Some may say: “Our difficulty is not 
that simple. We have numerous prob- 
lems, not merely one. We have eco- 
nomic, personal, social and national 
problems, to mention but,a few.”. Un- 
questionably, men do face a multiplicity 
of problems. Nevertheless, careful an- 
alysis brings us, even-by our faulty; hu- 
man reason, closer and closer to God's 
Bible truth, that there is one elemental 
problem underlying all others: in the 
language of the Bible, sin. 

The Bible cuts through all secondary 
causes to the primary cause of our dis- 
order. Human methods of reformation 
assume that man is inwardly good, and 
that only such outward aids as sanita- 
tion and correct social environment are 
required to bring in the millennium. Ac- 
cording to the Bible, this is a false as- 
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sumption. The Bible assures me that 
“the heart is deceitful above all things, 
and desperately wicked” (Jer. 17:9), and 
that the only adequate remedy is to be 
applied there. Most men do not ‘agree 
with God, but man’s disagreement never 
has altered either God's natural law or 
His Bible truth. The world was’ just 
as round before as after man circum- 
navigated it. Likewise, no denial of man 
will ever alter’God’s truth about ‘gin. 

But God does not-stop with His diag- 
nosis. He prescribes His perfect remedy. 
“The wages of sin is death; but the gift 
of God is eternal life.” In this short 
Bible passage we are told of the seri- 
ousness of the malady resulting in death, 
and the simplicity of God’s remedy, by 
free gift: 

For the most satisfying. iNustration: of 
the perfect simplicity and sufficiency: of 
God’s remedy for sin, I am indebted 
to Dr, William L. Pettingill. Several 
years ago he was discussing God’s ahgo- 
lute. justice .and His infinite love, and 
the apparent irreconcilability. of these 
two attributes, To illustrate- how God in 
love could forgive sin without violating 
His perfect justice which demands the 
penalty of death for sin, he told.the 
story of a judge before whom a woman 
was arraigned for having stolen a bot- 
tle of milk for her hungry baby.. She 
pleaded guilty and awaited sentence. 
The judge spoke kindly to her, but said, 
“I cannot do other than impose the fine 
provided by law”— which. he did. But, 
after imposing the fine, which the woman 
could not pay, and as she stood ready 
to be taken to prison for her. failure 
to pay it, the judge left the bench, re- 
moved his judicial. robe, and stepping 
to the clerk’s desk, paid the woman’s 
fine. The prisoner was. condemned, but 
free. Justice had been done, the fine 
had been imposed and paid, — but love 
had triumphed. 


God’s Love and Justice Satisfied 


God, in the person of Jesus Christ, of- 
fers a substitute in my place andi stead, 
to pay my penalty for sin. “For God 
so loved the world, that he gave his 
only begotten Son, that whosoever bé- 
lieveth in him should not perish, but Have 
everlasting life. For God sent not his 
Son into the world to condemn’ the 
world; but that the world through him 
might be saved” (John 3:16, 17). ‘The 
remedy is sure, because it is furnishied 
by and satisfies God. 

But God's remedy, like every otter 
remedy, must be taken to operate. Medi- 
cine on the shelf never effected a cure, 
and God’s remedy for sin must be appro- 
priated to accomplish its intended pur- 
pose. “He that believeth on the Son 
hath everlasting life: and he that be- 
lieveth not the Son shall not ‘see 
life, but the wrath of God abideth 
on him” (John 3:36). It was ‘only 
when I accepted His offered remedy 
that God, ‘in ‘love, could grant me 


forgiveness and eternal life for’ then 
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only was the penalty for my sin fully 
paid and God’s justice completely sat- 
isfied. 

My year of Bible study verified every 
reason reviewed. It added new weight 
to my conviction that the Bible is the 
Word of God. It confirmed my con- 
viction that the message of the Book is 
addressed to me personally, and it in- 
creased and reinforced my confidence in 
God’s diagnosis and remedy.

The Bible, — All Things 
to All Men 


By Ernest Gordon 


HE uniqueness and supernaturalness 

of Scripture is attested in many ways. 
The Rev. T. Torrance, missionary in 
China for a lifetime, showed how dif- 
ferent portions reach the spiritual heart 
of different men. This gives a somewhat 
new vista into its heavenly depths. One 
is, for example, surprised at the power 
of Christ, another at His prescience, a 
third at His love, a fourth at His con- 
descending sympathy, a fifth at His 
teaching, a sixth at His prayers, and so 
on. And as with the incarnate Word 
so with the written Word. 

An old farmer read on through Gen- 
esis, with increasing interest, until he 
came to the story of Joseph. Here he 
held his breath. This, he said to his 
sons, is indeed the Word of God. Go, 
and buy me a copy of every book the 
colporteur has for sale. He and his 
household joined the church. 

One intelligent Chinese, after reading 
Deuteronomy, asked in astonishment 
why it was that the tomb of so great 
a man as Moses was kept secret. To 
him this was astounding. But it gave 
an opportunity to explain the evils of 
ancestor worship which adores the crea- 
ture rather than the Creator. 

The Books of Judges, Samuel, Kings, 
and Chronicles are invaluable for their 
historical demonstrations of the folly and 
evils of idolatry and lapse into idolatry. 

The Book of Psalms exerts, even on 
heathen, its marvelous potency. A 
wounded officer told with glowing eyes 
how he had. discovered the Fifty-first 
Psalm. Its words melted him with deep 
contrition. The 103rd Psalm completed 
his conversion. “Never, never, were 
such infinitely comforting words as these 
written,” he said. : 

The genealogies of Matthew and Luke, 
which so many Westerners skim in their 
reading, serve as a fine recommendation 
to the thoughtful Chinese: A reverence 
for forefathers such.as this, and one that 
extends back so far, suggests to them 
that there is something unusually good 
in what follows. 

The Gospel of Mark excels, for the 
Chinese, in that it shows how Jesus casts 
out evil spirits by His word. For this 
is what many are anxiously seeking. 
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“What a profound book John’s Gospel 
is,” said two lepers. “It explains so 
much.” 

‘I have read the New Testament 
through,” said a young man. “I could 
make nothing of the drift of the Gos- 
pels until I read Romans. Then I un- 
derstood it all.” 

An ultra-patriotic Chinese was so in- 
censed at his mother’s believing in the 
foreigners’ God that he tore the Bible 
and threw away the leaves. Yet this 
same man was converted later by read- 
ing the Epistles to the Seven Churches. 
Another friend was converted by read- 
ing the Epistle to the Hebrews. 

A schoolteacher who had read through 
John’s Gospel with an ever-increasing 
interest and wonder could not stop mar- 
veling at the death of such an One as 
Jesus. It was such-a travesty of justice, 
such a blot on all that was good and 
pure, that the Worker of these miracles, 
He who spake as never man spake, 
should die so ignominiously. But he per- 
ceived that the mystery had a profound 
significance of some sort which was of 
vital importance to his own salvation. 
So deeply was he moved that he closed 
down his school for a time, and went 
off on a three days’ journey to have the 
mystery explained by a missionary. He 
accepted Christ and returned to found 
a church in his native town. 

In the Bible men hear distinctly the 
voice of God. Intuitively they feel that 
they ought to speak to Him in return. 
Explain it how you will, the impulse to 
pray comes strong upon them. A Chi- 
nese farmer, conscious of his need, and 
with this impulse heavy on his heart, 
felt he must address himself to God, the 
Creator of Heaven and earth and Father 
of mercies, But he knew not how to pray. 
He could only do- what he imagined his 
best. Taking a candle and incense he 
went outside his door, lit them, and, in- 
serting them in the ground, lifted up 
his cry on high. And he was heard 
in that he called on God through Jesus 
Christ. A finer Christian I never met! 

Another, convicted by Scripture, de- 
sired baptism. But how was it to-be 
accomplished? On a rainy day it occur- 
red to him. that this water came down 
from Heaven and that he could do no 
better than to go out and stand bare- 
headed in the downpour. So he let the 
Lord Himself baptize him.

Col. Ingersoll, “I can prove this was a 
hoax. The fact that Jesus said, ‘Lazarus, 
come forth!’ shows that it was a pre- 
arranged plan. If it had not been He 
would simply have said, ‘Come forth.’ 
What He was doing was to give Lazarus

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the signal. Can anyone here tell me 
why He said, ‘Lazarus, come forth!’ ?” 
There was a little Canadian Christian 
sitting on the back seat. He had been 
getting madder and madder all through 
the lecture. When the infidel shot forth 
this challenge he jumped to his feet. 
He was so small, that in order to see 
over the heads of the audience, he 
climbed on a seat, and in a voice vibrant 
with rage he cried, “Col. Ingersoll, I 
can tell you why He said, ‘Lazarus, 
come forth!’” “All right,” said Ingersoll, 
“tell the audience why He said this.” 
The little Christian saii, “The power 
of my Christ is so great that if He had 
simply said, ‘Come forth,’ all of the dead 
in the Bethany cemetery would have 
come, and it just was not time for that. 
He only wanted that one man’ Lazarus 
to come forth as a sign of His resur- 
rection power.” 

It is said that Col. Ingersoll’s confusion 
was so great that he had to stop his 
lecture on that night. Yes, this same 
Christ is one day going to shout and 
all of our Christian loved ones will 
come forth from their graves. If you 
know Christ as your Saviour, you will 
be caught up with them to meet the 
Lord in the air. 

What a Saviour! Has not John proved 
to you by these seven signs that He is 
able to meet your need from your lowest 
condition of sin until you reach the place 
that He has prepared for you? 

There are two more wonderful signs 
in this beautiful Gospel. John goes on 
to tell us how Christ paid the debt of 
our sin. In telling us that story the 
apostle records how Christ cried as He 
was dying, “It is finished.” The Greek 
word in the language of the common 
people of that day means, “Paid in full.” 
Then John goes on at length to tell the 
story of the greatest of all signs. It 
is the story of Christ’s own resurrec- 
tion. To John the proof was over- 
whelming. In speaking of himself in the 
third person he says, “He saw. and be- 
lieved.” It is enough to say that this one 
sign proves all the others. We have 
a loving Saviour who has the power 
to meet our every need. 

John’s closing chapter gives the last 
sign. The power to meet the need has 
been proved. Now the willingness to 
meet it is proved. It is the sign of 
Christ’s interest even in our smallest 
need. I like the way the Revised Ver- 
sion puts it, “After these things Jesus 
manifested himself again to the disciples 
at the sea of Tiberias; and he manifested 
himself on this wise” (21:1). The resur- 
rected Christ manifested Himself as in- 
terested in our every need. Seven of 
His disciples were hungry and tired. He 
provided the fish and cooked the break- 
fast for. them there by the side of the 
sea. This proves that this mighty One 
who sits at the Father’s right hand is 
interested in my every need. I do not 
understand how men stay away from 
such a Saviour.

Approach to the Lesson 


ARE only repeating what 
many clear thinkers have de- 


clared when we say that if Jesus 
was not God manifest in flesh, then He 
was either a deceiver cr a fanatic. There 
is no taint of fanaticism in His sober 
utterances and serious behavior, and to 
charge Him with deception is utterly 
preposterous. He is too transparent for 
that. Yet He claimed to be one with 
the Father, sent into the world to do the 
Father’s will (John 9:4). He accepted 
worship as God (John 9:38; 20:28), and 
did not rebuke any for thus acknowl- 
edging Him as divine. He said that all 
judgment was committed to Him (John 
5:22). Eternal life is only found through 
believing in Him as the One who came 


judgment of the living nations (Matt. 
25:31, 32) prior to the millennium, or. 
on the Great White Throne at the end 
of the world (Rev. 20:11). It is His 
voice that will call the dead from their 
graves (John 5:28, 29), and that now 
quickens men dead in trespasses and ‘sins 
(John 5:25). He is Lord of all angels 
(Heb. 1.6; Rev. 5:11-13). These glorious 
beings carry out His behests (Matt. 24: 
30, 31). He is also Lord of the Sabbath, 
the sign of God’s covenant relationship 
with His people (Matt. 12:8). The same 
honor is to be paid to Him as that which 
is due to the Father (John 5:23). He 
claims absolute sovereignty over the 
hearts and minds of men (Matt. 10:32, 
33). Father and mother must not come 
between a disciple and Himself (Matt. 
10:37). Because of all these consider- 
ations, it is impossible, logically, to rec- 
ognize Him as good, if He be not also 
owned as God. That He was so acknowl- 


He was declared to be Lord of all (Acts 
10:36) and the true God and eternal life 
(1 John 5:20). His name is linked in 
indissoluble relationship with the Father 
and the Holy Spirit, both in His own 
words (Matt. 28:19) and by the Apostle 
Paul (2 Cor. 13:14). We may say that 
no one can accept the full inspiration of 
the New Testament and yet deny the 
true deity and divinity of our Lord Jesus 
Christ. 


The Historical Setting 


It was probably in the month of QGc- 
tober, A.D. 29, following the incident 
concerning the woman taken in adultery, 
that Jesus had this altercation with some 
of the chief Pharisees concerning the 
person of the Messiah. He insisted on 
the fact that He came from God to do 
the Father’s will, and claimed all the 
attributes of Deity—a claim which so 
angered His opponents that they were 
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ready to stone Him as a blasphemer. 
The scene was the Temple courts. 


Verse by Verse 


John 8:12.—“I am the light of the 
world.” Consider the greatness of this 
claim! Who but a divine person could 
rightfully make it? If Jesus were less 
than God, it was monstrous presump- 
tion so to speak. But in the full con- 
sciousness of His deity: He could use 
such language rightfully. To follow Him 


meant deliverance from darkness and 


enjoyment of “the light of life.” 

‘Verse 25.—“Who art thou?” We need 
not wonder that such a question was 
addressed to Jesus after He had declared 
that-He had come into-the world as sent 
from the Father, who bore witness to 
Him (v. 18), and that unless He was 
the object of their faith they should. 
die in their sins (vs. 21, 24). His an- 
swer is most significant and might be 
rendered, “Altogether what I said unto. 
you from the beginning.” 

Verse 26.—“I have many things to say 
and to judge of you.” Judgment is a 
divine prerogative. Men are warned not 
to judge (Matt. 7:1), but He who was 
in ‘the Temple that day was the One 
who shall eventually be the judge of 
all. He was there to speak and act in 
the name of the Father. Those who 
refuse His word, He will, in the last 
day; reject. 

“Verse 27.—“They understood not.” As 
He spoke so intimately and confidently 
of the Father, they were unable to fol- 
low.Him. His words were beyond their 
comprehension, -for they did not realize 
that-He: Himself was the incarnate Son 
of the Father. 

Verse 28.—“When ye have lifted up the 
Son of man, then shall ye know that I 
am he.” The lifting up refers to the 
cross, as in Chapter 3:14 and again in 
12:32, which is explained in verse 33 
as depicting His death. After His cru- 
cifizion, His resurrection would demon- 
strate His deity (Rom. 1:4). 


_Nerse 29.—“I. do always those things 
that please him.” None but Jesus could 
so speak truthfully. He was conscious 
of His own sinlessness. . His delight was 
to do the Father’s will. 

Verse 30.—‘Many believed on him,” 
That is, they received His testimony and 
evidently confessed openly that they 
trusted Him as the promised Saviour. 

Verse 31.—“If ye continue in my word, 
then are ye my disciples indeed.” Con- 
tinuance in the faith is the proof of 
reality. By obedience to His word they 
would demonstrate the genuineness of 
their professed ‘belief in Him. 

“Werse 32—“The truth shall make you 
free.” As His word was opened up to 
them ‘and they were subject to it, they 
would find deliverance from sin’s guilt 
and power, and freedom from the law 
and its condemnation.

were never in bondage to any man.” It 
was a vain boast, but indicated the re- 
sentment of their hearts when He spoke 
of freedom through fhe truth. At that 


“very time they were slaves to sin, and 


in subjection to the hated Roman 
authority. 

Verse 34.—“Whosoever committeth sin 
is the servant of sin.” He-who practices 
sin shows by that very course that he 
is a poor, helpless thrall of the sin in 
which he lives. From this, Christ came 
to give deliverance (Matt. 1:21). 


Verse 35.—“The Son abideth ever.” His 
relationship to the Father is eternal. 

Verse 36.—“If the Son therefore shall 
make you free, ye shall be free indeed.” 
True liberty is only found through Christ. 
It is liberty, not to serve the desires of 
the flesh, but to glorify God. 


Verse 56—“Your father Abraham re- 
joiced to see my day.” They prided 
themselves upon being children of Abra- 
ham, but they had none of his char- 
acteristics, In verses 37 to 55 they had 
attempted to defend their claim, and 
Jesus exposed their hypocrisy. Now He 
tells them that Abraham, in whom they 
gloried, looked on in faith to His coming 
into the world, and rejoiced therein. 


Verse 57.—“Hast thou seen Abraham?” 
They misunderstood Him. He did not 
say that He had seen Abraham, but that 
Abraham had seen His day —that is, 
He saw the day of*Messiah—the com- 
ing into the world of the promised Seed 
through whom blessing was to reach 
out to all the world (Gen. 22:18). Never- 
theless, He had seen Abraham and knew 
him well. 


Verse 58.—“Before Abraham. was, I 
am.” John the Baptist declared, “He was 
before me” (1:30). Yet He was younger 
by six months than His ardent forerun- 
ner so far as His humanity is concerned. 
Now He claims to antedate Abraham. 
He is the eternally pre-existent One who 
was before all things (Col. 1:17). 

Verse 59.—“Then took they up stones 
to cast at him.” His words proclaimed 
Him as either God or a blasphemer. 
They thought Him to be the latter and 
so would have stoned Him to death, 
were it not that He “hid himself, and 
went out of the temple.” Thus ended 
the colloquy for that time. Sullen and 
unconvinced, His questioners rejected 
His testimony as to His true personality. 
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The Heart of the Lesson 


The great question of whether Jesus 
was only man at his best, or God in- 
carnate, is not one to be answered by 
human reasoning, but by the definite 
testimony of the Word of the Lord, as 
in this chapter, where He himself makes 
declarations so clear and definite as to 
His pre-existence and His eternal Son- 
ship that only gross unbelief can re- 
fuse to accept them at their face value 
and to bow in adoring worship at His 
feet, owning Him as God over all, 
blessed forevermore. He who was God

Special Lesson Topics and Truths 


“Not Yet Fifty Years Old.” There is 
something sadly suggestive in this ex-. 
pression, as used by His enemies in vi rs: 
57. Actually, He was not yet thirty- 
five years old, so far as His humanity 
was concerned. At the most, they might 
have been expected to exclaim, “Thou 
art not yet forty years old.” Is it not 
likely that His visage was already so 
marred (Isa. 52:14) that He seemed a 
much older man than He was. The sor- 
rows of mankind, into which He entered 
so keenly, had left their stamp upon His 
lovely face. 

“I and the Father.” Years ago, when 
Kaiser Wilhelm II, used the words, “Ich 
und Gott,” in a speech, the whole world 
turned on him in scornful ridicule as 
an egotist of the first order. Here Jesus 
uses words of similar character. He 
speaks first, of Himself and then of the 
Father. For a mere mortal to do this 
would have been unspeakably conceited. 
But because He was One with the Father, 
there was no incongruity in so speaking. 
Only because He was fully conscious of 
this did He so speak, in order that His 
hearers might understand that He calmly 
claimed full equality with God. 


Applications and Summaries 


Only a divine Saviour can meet the 
need of a sinful world. Have we trusted 
Him for. ourselves? 

When Jesus asserted His oneness with 
the Father, He meant more than the 
unity of fellowship. It is the unity of 
life and nature. 
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To profess to trust in Christ for sal- 
vation and yet to deny the truth con- 
cerning His deity is supreme folly. 

If Jesus is not God, He is not good. 
Good men never say what is not true. 
Jesus declared He was one with the 
Father before the world was, and that 
when He left the world He was going 
back to the Father.

Their cries for help were an- 
swered by return cries from three 
cruisers, “but only some unknown, 
friendly hand aboard the Houston had 
the quickness of mind to throw them 
the illuminated life preserver. It was 
the light attached to it that guided a 
British destroyer to their rescue.” “Regu- 
lation American Navy life belts, with a 
floating light attached, tossed overboard 
from the cruiser Houston,” 
means that saved the lives of these men. 
They not only supported them in the 
dark, troubled waters, but led to their 
final safety. What a vivid picture of 
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the grace and mercy of our Lord Jesus 
Christ!

And the light 
shineth in darkness; and the darkness 
comprehended it not” (John 1:4, 5). He 
is the light of the world, and He gives 
life to all who believe in Him.

The Busy Men's Corner

Life in the Garden.—The light of life 
(John 8:12). What is light? Something 
that moves so swiftly that in a second 
a ray will go around the world seven 
times, or at the rate of over 180,000 miles 
a second. If you can define the mystery 
of light, kindly send on your definition. 

What is life? Jesus says, “I am the 
way, the truth, and the life.” Life is 
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another great mystery the complete defi- 
nition of which cannot be found in any 
human dictionary. 

I hold in my hand a grain of the most 
delicious of all summer vegetables, when 
it is in its perfection. It is a poor, 
shriveled-up looking thing, with nothing 
at all attractive about it. It was given 
to me by Dr. Holtzberger of Lebanon. 
If you would pulverize this grain and 
put it under the microscope all you 
would see would be a small particle of 
something that looks like meal —noth- 
ing at all distinguishing about it. 

Yet, this withered grain contains 
within it tremendous possibilities. If I 
put it in the ground next summer, when 
the light of the sun comes down upon 
it and warms it, and drops upon it some 
of the water that this same sun lifts 
from the sea, I will presently have first 
the blade, then the ear, and then the full 
corn in the ear, and it will be the great 
sweet corn produced by my Pennsyl- 
vania Dutch doctor, with the help of his 
Pennsylvania Dutch farmer patients — 
a corn which he calls “The Wonder 
Corn,” with small cob and big, succu- 
lent grain, of such sort that it can be 
taken in quantity in the most delicate 
stomach. A corn produced after many 
years of selection and hybridization. 

The Life we get from our Lord has 
this same wholesomeness, 


The Truth.—The truth shall make you 
free (v. 32). This passage of Scripture 
is a favorite one to carve over the doors 
of schools and other public buildings. 
I think I have seen it carved over the 
Union Railroad Station somewhere. 

It has been said that no people who 
have had the Word of God have ever 
been enslaved, or could be enslaved. 

One of the greatest bondages is the 
bondage of sin. Our Lord has said, “I 
am the way, the truth, and the life,” and 
when He has been accepted by the man 
in the bonds of sin these shackles have 
fallen off, and the man has become a 
free man. 

In the early days there was Augustine. 
In a later day there was St. Francis of 
Assisi. In our modern day there was 
Jerry McAuley, the river thief and jail- 
bird; the Hadleys, who succeeded him 
in the Water Street Mission; Mel Trot- 
ter of Grand Rapids, and a host of others 
who could be named — all made free by 
the Lord Jesus, the Truth, 

In Sunday school work I believe the 
principal object should be to teach the 
scholars that the Old Book is true. Just 
as soon as the man or woman becomes 
convinced that the Gospel story is a 
true story and Jesus is indeed the Light 
of life, that person does just exactly 
what this writer did when he became 
convinced that the Bible was true. 

For some fifty-four years this has been 
my method of teaching the Sunday 
school lesson. My attitude toward my 


men has been, “Men, this Old Book is 
either true or it is not true, and if I 
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can convince you that it is true by our 
studies, I know you will do exactly as I 
did—take the Lord Jesus for your 
Saviour.” 


Our Family Line—Before Abraham 
was, I am (v. 58). The Jews were strong 
on genealogies. 

Years ago, when I undertook to read 
the Bible all through, there were chap- 
ters which I skipped. I called them “The 
Begat Chapters,” where the genealogies 
of the heroes of the Book were given 
in detail. In the New Testament our 
Lord’s genealogy is carefully given. 

The Jews in Christ’s time proudly 
traced their ancestry back to Abraham. 
Our Lord here tells us that He existed 
in Heaven with the Father long before 
Abraham. 

It is a very interesting occupation to 
run back over one’s origin. We had a 
grandfather, and that grandfather had 
a grandfather, and that grandfather had 
a grandfather, and so back we go. Here 
in America we get back until we arrive 
with the ship that crossed the ocean. 
Then back to the Old Country, down 
through Europe, until we come to Noah 
and Mt. Ararat. We pass through the 
ark into the antediluvian age, up through 
the tower of Babel and into the garden 
of Eden, and then it was God and our 
Lord. We arrive back to what is really 
our home over there in Paradise. 

When we who are Christians do this 
we understand what is meant when the 
Holy Spirit says, “Now are we the sons 
of God,” and then we sing, “I’m the child 
of the King.” 

I have been told, or read somewhere, 
that the burning ambition of a China- 
man is that when he dies his bones may 
be sent back to his native land. That 
is to say, as it were, the homing instinct 
in him is developed to such a fine point 
that he longs for his native land. 

The same spirit or feeling is in the 
Christian heart. Paul expresses it in his 
desire to be with his Lord; “Absent from 


the body, ... present with the Lord” is 
his phrase.

RAW an outline of the world on the 

blackboard. “In the beginning God 
created the—” (Let class finish the 
verse, Gen. 1:1). Was the Lord Jesus 
living then? (John 1:1-3.) What was 
about the first thing that had to be 
done to make a livable world? (Gen. 1:2, 
3.) “Let there be light.” Wh:? Would 
potatoes and carrots grow for food if 
there were no light? Would there be hens 
or hogs to furnish meat? Would there be 
trees and plants to make the world beau- 
tiful? Would we have strong, healthy 
bodies if there were no light? How 
would we do our work or have fun in 
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play, if there were no light of any kind? 
We could not live without light. 

Can you repeat from memory the first 
part ¢. the first chapter of John? There 
you find another light mentioned (vs. 
4, 5, 9-12) —the Lord Jesus. The Lord 
Himself told the people, “I am the light 
of the world: he that followeth me shall 
not walk in darkness, but shall have 
the light of life’ (John 8:12). 

And why could the Lord give such 
life and light to men? John could not 
do it. The king could not do it. No 
one else could do it. It was because He 
was God’s Son. Although He gave up 
a great deal of His glory when He came 
to earth, yet there was proof enough 
of His being God because of the power 
He showed. Can you name some of the 
things He did that no man can do? 
(Turning water into wine, curing the 
man at Bethesda, feeding the five thou- 
sand.) He knew things, too, that only 
God could know, such as about the new 
birth, of which He told Nicodemus; and 
about the sins of the woman at the well 
in Samaria, who was a stranger to Him. 

Have prepared a poster, half white, 
half black, to represent light and dark- 
ness. At the top of the white part, in 
the corner away from the black, attach 
a picture of the Lord, and print His 
words from John 8:12. Attach a side- 
view picture of a child on the lower 
part of the poster in the black area. 
This child is not in the happy light that 
is just as necessary for his life as sun- 
light. But when he believes in the Lord 
as his Saviour, he steps into the light 
of life. Move the child into the light 
area and refer again to John 1:9, 12; 
8: 12, ; 

When are you likely to be more scared, 
in the dark at night or in daylight? 
Find in Psalm 27:1 why the writer was 
not scared. Print below the boy, “The 
Lord is my light ... whom shall I fear?” 

There are two roads for boys and girls 
who follow the Lord in the life of light. 
Draw two roads leading from the pic- 
ture of the child across the light area. 
One of these roads was mentioned by 
the Lord Himself to a young man, “If 
thou wilt enter into life, keep the com- 
mandments. . .. Honour thy father and 
thy mother” «(Matt.

Label the second 
path “Love,” and extend a fork into 
the black area, and label it “Hatred.”

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portunities to show His grace and mercy 
in our behalf (2 Cor. 12:1-10). 

The other day a speaker suggested that 
one more “freedom” be added to the 
Four Freedoms for which we fight,— 
Freedom from Disease. Christ spoke of 
still another “freedom”: Freedom from 
Sin! We cannot fight for this freedom; 
we cannot educate or legislate for it; 
and we cannot sidetrack the issue by 
saying that sin does not exist. Certainly 
here is something that a “good man,” 
a fine “example,” can never win alone. 

“If ye believe not that I AM HE; ye 
shall die in your sins” (John 8:24). How 
terrible! But—“If the Son ... shall 
make you free, ye shall be free indeed.” 
Two thousand years of civilized prog- 
ress have not removed the necessity. 
We still need the Son of God to give us 
freedom of spirit. 

“Who art thou?” People wanted to 
know the Man who made such claims, 
Unbelievers continue to be puzzled about 
the Lord Jesus today. Study John 8, 
marking every intimation of Christ’s 
identity. How many times can you 
find His use of the phrase, “I AM”? 
What is the significance in eath case? 

Just as you become aware of God, and 
the truth about life, and yourself, and 
your future through a knowledge of 
Jesus Christ, so, too, every time you 
mention Him, or quote His Word, you 
are helping to diffuse light and truth and 
bring freedom to your friends. Every 
time you meditate upon the Lord, He 
brings you a new sense of freedom and 
release (Psa. 40; 2 Chron. 20:21, 22a).

AY, fellows, this lesson is designed

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light; you use it, consciously or uncon- 
sciously, all the time, except when you 
are asleep. People all round the world, 
of every race and clime, know the bless- 
ing of light. You will notice that our 
Lord makes use of other one-syllable 
common nouns for the same purpose, 
He says, “I am the bread of life.” Bread 
is the one universal food all round the 
world. “I am the door.” Everybody 
knows what a door is for. “I am the 
way.” All tribes and races know what 
the road, the trail, the way is for. “I 
am the way, the truth, and the life.” 
You might sit beside the road all your 
life and never know what the great city 
at the end of it is like. People who 
had been there might tell you, but it 
would be secondhand knowledge at best. 
Not until you get into the road (the 
way) and travel it, can you know the 
real Truth, and when you know the 
Truth you get the real life. One might 
hold a loaf of bread right next to his 
cheek, and starve to death. Not until 
he takes it into his mouth and eats it 
does he get the blessing of satisfied hun- 
ger, and feel the strength of its nour- 
ishment. These are very simple words, 
but very illuminating, that our Lord 
uses to help us get acquainted. 

But the “light” is especially illuminat- 
ing. Take ‘these physical terms liter- 
ally until their spiritual meaning comes 
through. I went into a dark room one 
dark night, and closed the door, just 
to see how total darkness would feel. 
I groped around. God never intended 
that a man should grope. I bumped my 
shin against the corner of a table, then my 
head on an open closet door. I said, “This 
is foolishness.” Then I found my way 
to a button on the wall, pressed it, and 
instantly the room was flooded with light 
from a bulb on the ceiling. What did 
I do? Why, I straightened up. I walked 
erect as I was built to walk. I was no 
longer “crooked.” I did not bump 
against the furniture any more, but went 
directly to a cabinet, put my hand in a 
drawer, and picked up the object I was 
looking for. 


Now that is just what takes place 
when you receive into your heart and 
life the Light of the world—Jesus 
Christ. Until then you are in darkness, 
just groping around and suffering a lot 
of needless bruises, headed for a “man- 
hole,” through which you will drop into 
endless perdition. But when Jesus 
Christ comes into your life, you 
straighten up; you walk with perfect 
confidence (no fear!); you find what 
your soul desires. That’s walking in the 
Light. “He that followeth me shall not 
walk in darkness, but shall have the 
light of life.’ That is what Jesus says 
to you in today’s lesson. John said of 
Him: “In him was life; and the life 
was the light of men” (John 1:4).

in which Jews have implored God to intervene.

State Department reveals that every day a larger number of Jews is slain than 
the British people lost in the entire year 1940, the worst year of the air blitz. 
The Jews have nearly two million victims to mourn, and each hour the mountain 
of their martyred dead rises to ghastlier heights. 


The Hideous Massacres 


The details of the massacres are hid- 
eous— appalling. History records 
nothing more bestially cruel. Air bub- 
bles injected into the veins of thousands 
result in agonizing death. 
Men, women, and children 
are pressed into airtight 
chambers where they are 
murdered en masse with 
poison gas. In Poland, Jews 
are herded into disused 
slaughterhouses and done 
to death by electriccurrents 
that pass through the speci- 
ally installed metal flooring 
on which they stand. 


What Can We Do? 
Hitler definitely seeks to destroy the 
Jews.

Then in the Scripture portion assigned 
for our meeting this week, Paul tells us 
how he, himself, looked upon the matter 
of allegiance to Christ. Paul, although 
evidently a young man when he met 
Christ on the road to Damascus, had 
gained no small place in the religious 
world of his day. He had been care- 
fully educated as a Pharisee. He was 
evidently a member of the Sanhedrin, 
trusted by the Jewish leaders and looked 
upon: .as a young man of promise. He 
had led an exemplary life in so far as 
adherence to the letter of the Jewish 
law was concerned. Yet he tells us that 
he counted all these “gains” as loss, fhat 
he might win Christ and be found in 
Him. Whatever stood in the way of 
knowing Christ better or having a deeper 
fellowship with Him, Paul was willing 
to let go. Instead of his own righteous- 
ness, which he had zealously sought to 
promote as did other Pharisees of his 
time, he was willing and eager to accept 
the righteousness of Christ by faith, rec- 
ognizing that his own works could never 
gain for him what he might have, as 
God’s free gift.

With the recognition of the supreme 
value of knowing Christ to the limit of 
his capacity, the consciousness that he 
had not yet reached that desired goal 
was borne in upon him, and in true 
humility Paul speaks of himself as not 
having already attained, but as follow- 
ing after.

The Birch Tree Spring 
By Samuel Scoville, Jr. 


REAM POND, ringed around’ with 
pines, looked like-a great aqua- 
marine set in jade. Above it, on a high 
ledge in the woods, stands Treetop, our 
summer home in Cornwall up in the 
northwestern corner of Connecticut. 
We went through all the little ad- 
ventures that one finds in opening a 
house in the woods that has been closed 
for a year. A deer mouse had made a 
nest in an armchair; a flying squirrel 
had flown down one of the big stone 
chimneys and ended his career in a very 
decomposed attitude in a wastepaper bas- 
ket in the living room; and lastly a 
little ring neck snake popped out of 


the wood basket and slithered across 


the hearth amidst much tumult and 
shouting from the feminine part of my 
household. It was slate-black with an 
apricot-colored belly, and it wore a sul- 
phur-yellow necklace. 

It was in vain that I tried to show my 
family that a ring neck is a really beau- 
tiful little snake, besides being rare in 
Connecticut. 

“The rarer the better,” was their only 
answer as I carried him out. 

That night we heard fromthe Half 
Moon Lot, the largest hayfield on the 
old family farm of which my land was 
a part, the yap of a red fox, which 
sounds like a dog just learning how to 
bark. Sometimes the vixen gives a 
querulous call something like the screech 
of a bird, and sometimes, perhaps only 
once or twice in a lifetime, one may 
hear the appalling scream which a dog 
fox can give,:for no known reason. 

No such sound alarmed my family 
that night, although I called some of 
them out to hear a barred owl give’ his 
eight ghostly hoots with always a drop 
on the last note. 

The next day one of my duties was 
to bring in spring water. There are 
three springs on our ten acres, the Road- 
side Spring, close to the highway, the 
Pond Spring near the edge of Cream 
Pond, and last and littlest of all, the 
Birch Tree Spring, beneath a. squat 
black birch in the depths of. an aban- 
doned pasture thickly overgrown with 
bushes. 

The Roadside was visited first. . In- 
stead of the pool of soft, delicious water 
that showed in June, there was only a 
dry hole among the ferns of September. 

The Pond Spring was but little better. 
Until August it is the source of a tiny 
stream that runs through sanicle and 
maidenhair into the Pond and its- sides 
have been stoned so deeply that it- is 
more like a little well than a spring. 
That day, however, the water that bub-

bled so cold through the early summer 
had gunk out of sight, and I started for 
my last hope, the Birch Tree. 

Sixty years ago a drought fell. upon 
Cornwall that dried up most of the 
springs on which the farmers depended 
for their water supply, for there were 
few wells in Cornwall. The House 
Spring on my grandfather’s farm, which 
had never failed before, showed noth- 
ing but dry, hot sand instead of four 
feet of water. The Meadow Spring, a 
pocket of clear water in the slope of a 
field, the White Birch Spring on the 
top of Pond Hill, and the Fern Rock 
Spring at the base of a limestone boul- 
der covered with walking fern were all 
dried up. For some time the Milkhouse 
Spring kept full. It stood at the top 
of Milkhouse Lot, a hillside so covered 
with rocks that one could walk from 
top to bottom of the field without step- 
ping off stone, and the hay that grew 
there had to be cut with sickles instead 
of scythes. At last even that spring 
went dry, and water had to be drawn 
on a stoneboat by oxen in barrels from 
the Pond. Yet through all that terrible 
summer the little spring in the coolth 
of the birch tree kept its usual level. 

So on that September day I made my 
way down the hillside, sure that the 
last of my three springs would not fail 
me, 

On the way I passed by Cornwall’s 
oldest inhabitant, its first settler, the 
Boundary Elm, which used to stand at 
the corner of three farms. 

Cornwall was settled in 1738, and some 
of the earliest deeds refer to this elm 
as a boundary mark, so it was probably 
a century old then. With a magnificent 
bole, it has no branches for some fifty 
feet, showing that it grew in a forest 
where it had to top other trees before it 
could branch. Probably some three hun- 
dred years old, about thd limit of an 
elm’s life, it has begun to show many 
gray hairs in the shape of dead boughs 
appearing everywhere among the deep 
green of its leaves, 

In my boyhood the Boundary Elm, 
Hen’s Pine, and the Old Chestnut were 
the three celebrities among the tree- 
folk on the farm. 

Old Hen, who had come as a runaway 
slave boy, had become the autocrat of 
the farm in his old age. He used to 
drive four horses hitched to the great 
four-seated wagon on our picnics to far. 
away places like Kent Falls and Bash- 
bish. When the woods on Pond Hill 
were lumbered he insisted that a great 
white pine, which he admired, should: be 
spared, and it was given his name, 

The Old Chestnut stood on a dark road 
some three hundred yards from the 
farmhouse, and no boy was counted 
brave until he would go to the Old 
Chestnut and back after dark. 

Today only the stump, some five feet 
across, remains, and Hen’s Pine went 
down in a winter storm many years ago, 
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but the Boundary Elm still stands, and, 
living or dead, wiil outlast all of us who 
are alive today. 


At last through a tangle of alders and 
spicebush and towering ostrich ferns, I 
made my way to Birch Tree Spring. It 
was as I remembered it since my boy- 
hood, a square of shadowed silver beside 
an oblong rock, bordered by filmy blue

In thirteen chapters covering 170 pages 
he traces the history of the movement 
from its beginning in Ireland in 1825 
until 1895, when it had spread through- 
out the United States and Canada and 
many other countries. He modestly 
keeps himself out of these pages for the 
most part until the last chapter, chap- 
ter fourteen, except when he finds it 
necessary to express.an opinion, which 
he does in his characteristically humble 
and charitable way. In this last chapter 
he tells of his own connection with the 
movement.and briefly traces its latest 
developments. There is valuable mate- 
rial in the five appendices covering the 
closing pages, such as “J. N. Darby’s 
Own Account of the Origin of the Move- 
ment,” “Doctrines of Early Brethren,” 
“Criticisms,” and a reply to an attack 
in Dr. Strong’s “Systematic Theology” 
on the “so-called Plymouth Brethren,” 
which reply Dr. Ironside.says gives his 
own mature views as to the general 
teaching of the Brethren. A short let- 
ter by Harold St. John of England, “Lib- 
‘erty as to Methods,” given in the last 
appendix, contains a world of wisdom. 


Dr. Ironside defines the terms, “Open” 
and “Exclusive.” One cannot escape a 
feeling of sadness as he follows the 
author through the intricate ramifications 
of the divisions that have rent the move- 
ment which originally had as one of its 
primary aims the uniting of all true 
Christians. But Dr. Ironside writes with 
charity and forbearance, and quotes from 
many books, letters, and articles writ- 
ten by leading Brethren. There are 
many nuggets-of golden truth, such as 
the statement of J. B. Stoney during 
his last illness, “The reason people find 
their path so difficult is that they have 
not a single eye for a single Person.” 
Among the . leaders were such men 
mighty in the Scriptures as J. G. Bel- 
lett, J.-F.-Ridout, Edward Cronin, J. N. 
Darby, A. N. Grove, George Muller, and 
George Cutting, author of, “Safety, 
‘Certainty, and Enjoyment,” the well- 
known tract which has had a circula- 
tion in many languages of about seven 
million copies. Dr. Ironside’s grand- 
father, William H. Ironside, and his 
uncle; Henry W. Ironside, were promi- 
‘nent in the movement. F. W. Grant and 
the Loizeaux brothers were also well- 
known leaders. 

One cannot read this volume without 
searching his own heart, and it is full 
of profound léssons for the Church to- 
day, and warnings against divisions over

Archeology and the Religion of Israel. 
By William Foxwell Albright, Ph.D. 
(Johns Hopkins Press, Baltimore, Md., 
$2.25.) Probably no one living is more 
familiar with the many different phases 
of archeological study in Babylonia, in 
Egypt, and in Palestine than the author 
of this book. Professor Albright is 
equally at home in the study of archi- 
tectural remains and in that of inscrip- 
tions and types of literature. In this 
publication he surveys the newly dis- 
covered material which throws light 
upon the religions of the ancient Near 
East, dealing in particular with the Ca- 
naanites and with Israel from the con- 
quest to the exile. . 

When archeological material first be- 
gan to be discovered in the Near East, 
the attitude of those who found it was 
entirely one of expecting and seeking 
corroboration of the Scriptural accounts. 
After a time a great change took place. 
A new group of men, working in arche- 
ology, had been trained under exponents 
of the higher criticism and took an 
attitude, which was extremely destruc- 
tive toward the Bible. The tendency 
was to consider the whole background 
of Biblical history false unless it could 
be proved true beyond a shadow of 
doubt. From this attitude, Dr. Albright 
has gone a long distance. At point after 
point at which the critics have denied 
the accuracy of the Scriptures he finds 
archeology proving it true. 

In spite of this fact, the book is based 
upon the evolutionary theory and at- 
tempts to do an impossible thing —to 
reconcile belief in materialistic evolu- 
tion with the existence of an all-power- 
ful God. The possibility that the God 
who created the Universe might still 
be personally active in the affairs of 
mankind is left entirely out of account. 
The author sees man as being drawn to 
God and learning things about God, but 
never once in any way does he admit 
the possibility of God actually taking 
a hand in the affairs of mankind. 

The book is thus a very learned and 
extremely valuable step in the direction
